Occasionally, howev er, doctors 
run across an indiv idual who seems 
unab le to utilize this sub stance 
and instead secretes it in the urine. 
This condition is known as cystin- 
uria and, when it is present, stones 
made up of cystine may form in 
the kidney or b ladder. These stones 
are ov al, smooth and of a chalky- 
white or light-yellowish color. 
They are soft and can b e easily 
cut, like a piece of hard soap. They 
feel slightly greasy. 
If a person has a kidney or b lad­ 
der stone it may b e adv isab le to 
test the urine for the presence of 
cystine. This can b e done b y ex­ 
amination o the urine under the 
microscope, when the crystals of 
cystine will b e seen. It may b e 
necessary, when cystine stone* 


are present, to remov e them b y 
means of operation. 
. 
Howev er, according to Dr. C. A. 
Cawker of Montreal, other meas­ 
ures of treatment may aid in get­ 
ting rid of the condition. 
The 
patient is giv en plenty of fluids 
and a search is made for infec­ 
tions in the teeth, tonsils, sinuses, 
or elsewhere in the b ody. If any 
are found, they are cleared up with 
appropriate treatment. The pa­ 
tient is giv en a diet rich in alka­ 
line ash-forming foods and is also 
giv en alkaline sub stances such as 
mixtures of citrates and carb on­ 
ates b y mouth. The amount of 
proteins in the diet is moder­ 
ately reduced. Dr. Cawker noted 
no harmful effects from this treat­ 
ment. 
Further Stone Formation 
Once the cystine stones hav e 
b een remov ed, further stone for­ 
mation can b e prev ented b y follow­ 
ing for one week of each month a 
high ajkaline-ash and low protein 
diet with sufficient alkali b y mouth 
to keep the urine alkaline. 
Of course, it must b e remem­ 
b ered that not all kidney or b lad­ 
der stones are made up of cystine. 
In cases of other types of stones 
an alkaline-ash diet would not b e 
useful, b ut might ev en b e harmful. 
Thug, when stones occur, the 
physician must determine the type 
of chemical make-up, b efore de­ 
ciding on what prev entiv e meas­ 
ures may b e b est employed.

One Type of Kidney Stone 
And Ways of Treating It

AMINO acids are the substance* 
from which the proteins found in 
such foods as milk, meat, and eg** 
are formed, and inn which they 
must be broken down again before 
the body can use them for it* own 
building and repair jobs. 
One of these is a sulphur-con­ 
taining amino acid known as cys­ 
tine, which is present in the pro­ 
tein foods o* a normal diet. Ordi­ 
narily, the body uses cystine much 
as it uses any other of the many 
amino acid*, it must have for 
growth and repair of tissue. 


An Occasion a1 Cace 
Occasionally, however, doctor* 
run across an individual who seems 
unable to utilize this substance 
and instead secretes it in the urine. 
This condition is known as cystin- 
uria and, when it is present, stones 
made up of cystine may form in 
the kidney or bladder. These stones 
e re oval, smooth and of a chalky- 
white 
or 
light-yellowish 
color. 
They are soft and can be easily 
cut, like a piece of hard soap. They 
feel slightly greasy. 
If a person has a kidney or blad­ 
der stone it may be advisable to 
test the urine for the presence of 
cystine. This can be done by ex­ 
amination o the urine under the 
microscope, when the crystals of 
cystine will be seen. It may be 
necessary, when cystine stones 


are present, to remove them by 
means of operation. 
• 
However, according to Dr. C. A. 
Cawker of Montreal, other meas­ 
ures of treatm ent may aid in get­ 
ting rid of the condition. 
The 
patient is given plenty of fluids 
and a search is made for infec­ 
tions in the teeth, tonsils, sinuses, 
or elsewhere in the body. If any 
are found, they are cleared up with 
appropriate treatm ent. The pa­ 
tient is given a diet rich in alka­ 
line ash-forming foods and is also 
given a.kaline substances such as 
mixtures of citrates and carbon­ 
ates by mouth. The amount of 
proteins in the diet is moder­ 
ately reduced. Dr. Cawker noted 
no harmful effects from this treat­ 
ment. 
Further Stone Formation 
Once the cystine stones have 
been removed, further stone for­ 
mation can be prevented by follow­ 
ing for one week of each month a 
high ajkalint-ash and low protein 
diet with sufficient alkali by mouth 
to keep the urine alkaline. 
Of course, it must be remem­ 
bered that not all kidney or blad­ 
der stones are made up of cystine. 
In cases of other types of stones 
an alkaline-ash diet would not be 
useful, but m ight even be harmful. 
Thus, when 
stones 
occur, 
the 
physician must determine the type 
of chemical make-up, before de­ 
ciding on what preventive m eas­ 
ures may be best employed.
